The ignor- 
ance of .Sir Edward Thornton, cbairLnan 
of the eyndicato and formerly Britisti 
ambaBEador at WaBhington, ia wholly 
untenable, for it ia known that warn- 
ings were received in I.,ondon at Christ- 
mas to the effect that if the Tourmaliue, 
(he veBsel of the expedition, persiBted in 
her intention to land arms and ammu- 
nition on the coast she would meet with 
a warm reception from the troops and 
BbijiB of the Sultan of Morocco. 

TARIFF FOR liEVENUE ONLY. 

United States Consul In London Ttlls of the 
Sorry Experience LJnder That 
Plan. 

London, Feb. 5. — During the course of 
an address at Bradford before the cham- 
ber of commerce of that place on Thurs- 
day last, the United States consul, Eras- 
tus S. Day, applauded tho MaKjuis of 
Saliubury'a doctrine of free trade in 
China. He said America had every 
pympathy with it, and the people of 
Great Britain and tho United States 
ought to shape the world's action. 
Speaking of tho tariff he said the pre- 
ponderance of sentiment in the United 
States was in favor of the protective 
Ibtory. Tho Wilson bill, be added, haa 
fiickened the people of " tarifl' for rev- 
enue only," and it would not be wise for 
the mauulacturers of Bradford to hope 
for the speedy enactment of another 
Wilson bin, which closed too many miile 
in the United States to be retried.

SQUABIN6 UP TO RUSSIA. 

The Hour Has Arrived lor Permanently 
Settling the Chinese Question 
With Her. 

]>o.\i)()-\, Feb. 5.— .Mr. Henry Norman, 
a bitter opponent of the government, 
writeB in the Daily Chronicle that it 
would be unfair to criticize the Marijuie 
of Salisbury bo long as be maintains the 
treaty of TientBiu of ]8,"i(>, and adds 
" 111 this demand we are irresistible. At 
last ibe ;)eoplo of the United States have 
learned that we are not the land grab- 
bere, gold sei/.ers or monopoly hunters 
which Bomu Weatern j^eiiatora and Irish 
politiciaiia repreeent ua. Tbey have 
real'zed that our aims are theire ; that 
what we want is trade, fieeacceEB to the 
great untouched markets of the Far 
KaBt. They desire commerce untram- 
melled by the jtialouBies and politics of 
Continental nations. This is precisely 
what we are ready to fight for to secure 
for ouraelves and for them. 

Japan, who will fight Buesia Bomeday 
as eurcly as to-morrow's sun riseB, is by 
necessity on our side. The Germans in 
Bpite of tho political intrigues of their 
governmnnt, are also with us, and sooner 
or later I'^ranco will give way or we mnpt 
figlil her. The hour has arrived to settle 
permauently tbo Chinese (jneotioii with 
Unefiia. The British were never before 
Bu aroused, and bbould we liave yielded 
we Bball loKO the cbaiiio of Btanding at 
biet ebonlder and Kboulder with the 
other JCiigliah-BpeiikiiiR great nation. 
We fihould wait ijuietly until Lord Sai- 
iabtiry tells how tiio game is going, and 
when he baa P|ioken tlio country should 
know what to aay and do."

Elfectnal Cheek Unon Russian Am- 
bition for Exclnsive Rights 
iu Port Arthur. 



London, Feb. 5. — The following are 
the jirincipal jjaBsages of the speech 
made last night at Leeds by Mr. Gerald 
Balfour, a short reptiTt of which was 

ctbled last evening: "P.umois and eus- 
picioiiB have been given currency to the 
elluct that tbe government is ilinchiug 
from the firm iioBition it haa taken on 
the Ghineae question, that it was 
abandoning the principles to which it 
had given public utterance, and that the 
brave words of the miniaters were only 
u preparation to surrender or retreat. 
I can say with confidence that tbeee 
rumora, which have been accejited even 
in (lunrtera where one might bave 
thought more confidence woiiKl Imve 
bee" placed in tbe wisdom and cotinik'c 
of Her Majeety'a ndvitere, are v.itbou'. 
foundation. (Loud cheers.) It ia 
not true that the government have, 
in tlieS Buiallest particular, departed 
from tbeh- declared policy in the Far 
East, or that they have, in consequence 
of pressure from any other pon-or, y ielded 
any of our just claims. The consider- 
ations wliich govern that policy have 
been stated clearly to the public by more 
than one cabinet miulBter. To those 
declarations tbe government adhere." 
Mr. Balfour recalled the Etatements 
made by his brother, Mr. Arthur Bal- 
four, first lord of the treasury, in bis re- 
cent speech at MancheBter, and these 
atateinentB be reneaerted with emphasis. 
He declared that the govenuui-ut did uot 
desire to poeaess any of Obina'e territory 
excejit Btiuli points as might be necessary 
for strategical puriioaee. To aiinej; Clii- 
neee territory would simply be to accejit 
an iiiimeiiEe additional burden witbout 
corresponding advantage. Great Brit.iin'a 
treaty rights eecured equality of ojiportu- 
ni ty for tradeand she could not secure mors 
if sfie assumed charge of a hundred mil- 
lion Chinamen. Continuing, ^Ir. Bal- 
four Baid : "So long as our treaty rights 
are protected, and so long as tho govern- 
ment make no conditions by which theEe 
rights would be jeopardized, so long the 
government are entitled to the confi- 
dence of the nation, and so long, I be- 
lieve, tbey will retain that confidence. 
(Cheers.) As to the negotiations going 
on in connection with tho loan to China, I 
am not in poseeEeion of any secrets anil 
I cannot impart any, but 1 hope the pub- 
lic will realize that tho effect of prema- 
ture criticism is only to embarrass the 
iiiiniator of foreign afl'airB and iucrensu 
the difliculty of his task." 

Mr, Balfour urged tlie public to ciiUi- 
vate a wholesale sceptii;isiii of anv un- 
authorized Etatcineiita wuti reference to 
the negotiations, and above all not to 
make any inference from ihe fact that 
tbe etatements made by newspapers are 
neither denied nor aflirnied by the miu- 
iatera. " Negotiations of this kind," he 
declared, " are necessarily of a delicate 
and critical character, and to either af- 
firm or deny unauthorized statemente 
that, may appear would necesearily pro- 
duce a false ImpreBsion.

London, Feb. 5, — It ia probable that 
but little further reliable information 
regarding China will bo obtainable till 
the ministers have a chance to round on 
their assailants during the course of the 
debate in parliament on the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne. 
Great Britain has never demanded that 
Talienwan be made a treaty port. It 
was merely one of the suggested con- 
stituents of the bargain, and if it should 
be withdrawn it can only be because it 
is a barrier to tlie negotiations for the 
loan. The object of the conditioi:t waa 
to check tho scheme for the transforma- 
tion of Fort Arthur into a closed Ituo- 
sian port and the object was eiiually 
secured liy exacting from China and 
Russia together a jiledge from 
them in regard to Korea. Tliereforo the 
evacuation of I'ort Hamilton way asked, 
and this will probably bo the upshot. 
The Bemi-otlicial statements point there- 
to, notably, the specific assurance early 
in the week in regard to the temporary 
nature of the Russian tenanture of Port 
Arthur, 'which was accompanied by the 
friendly assurance that Great Britain is 
not bound to Japan in any warlike rela- 
tions. In short, there is every reason to 
believe that Great Britain doea not in- 
tend to recede an inch from the position 
which has been taken up by MoBars. 
Balfour, Chamberlain and Hicks-Beach 
in the Marquis of Salisbury's name.

KoMK, Feb. 5. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day Count Bonin, under sec- 
retary of state for foreign affairs, an- 
nounced, in reply to questions as to the 
government's intentions regarding the 
delay of the Itepublic of Colombia in 
carrying out the award of President 
Cleveland in the Cernuti all'nir, that 
courtesy impelled tho Italian govern- 
ment to give Colombia time for consid- 
eration ; but he added that tho govern- 
ment had informed Colombia that it was 
her duty to make the award respected. 
President Cleveland, who in his first 
term was appointed arbitrator in tho 
claim made by the Italian government 
against Colombia, remiered a ilecsio" 
iigdinst Colombii arjil in favor if 
Sjgnor Cernuti, tlie Itolian claimani, 
under which Colombia must pay Italy 
^SDO.OOO. 

The. decision was severely criticiz-'d by 
the Colombia newspapers. The claim 
had its origin during the revolution of 
1885 at Cali, Republic of Colombia. Cer- 
nuti, who possessed large commercial 
interesta, was suspected of assisting the 
revolutionists against the recognized 
government of Colombia and his estates 
were destroyecf, his stores looted and his 
books burned.

An ' Active Campaign to Be Com- 
menced Against Heartless Own* > 
ers of Dumb Animals. 



The Victoria branch of the British 
Columbia Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals is actively taking up 
the good work at present and in a recent 
pamphlet issued this month there are 
embodied many excellent suggestions to 
individuals who see of hear of acts of 
cruelty to animals. An eyo witness or 
any person informed of any act of 
cruelty to any animal should, the pam- 
phlet says, furnish the secretary-treasur- 
er of this -.lociety as soon as possible with 
full and precise particulars of tlie act. 
That olhcor will institute tho proper iu- 
(luiries, and with sullicient evidence con- 
duct tho ])roaecution witliout exjienae to 
tho witneag or complaint, and without 
his asaiatanco, unless the hitter is necee- 
eary to tho convinctiou of the oU'ender. 
The names of ijoraons and letters supply, 
ing information are kept strictly private 
and confidential when secrecy is en- 
j jined. 

In all cases persons are requested to 
oljtain the name and addreea of tJie of- 
fenilor (his number and date of same 
also, if the driver of a vehicle plying for 
hire.) The following excellent direct- 
ions given by tlie Koyal Society, Lon- 
don, ahould also be pursued: "Make 
a note of tho time when and the place 
where the oflence was committed. If 
for driving a horse or other animals with 
galled neck or shoulders, or other 
wounds, note tho eii'.e and situation of 
Huch wounda, and especially whether 
they are raw, discharging, or in contact 
with the harneaa; if for Hogging or beat- 
ing, note the number of blowa, and on 
what part of the body inflicted, and 
tie ell'ect, if any, on • the akin 
of the animal; if for lameness, ascertain 
particularly whether or not there is suf- 
fering, as lameness is not always an in- 
dication of pain ; if for weakneaa or in- 
firmity, take care to have good evidence 
of the bodily condition, age, and inca- 
pacity of the animal and the labor ex- 
tracted from it; if for overloading, it ia 
indispensable to show painful distress of 
the animals, e.g., trembling, falling, un- 
usual perspiration or exhaustion, or to 
show violence on the part of the drivers ; 
if for mutilation or any other torture, 
observe minutely and take down in 
writing the precise character of the 
aamo in detail. It is important also to 
remember tho exact words of accused 
when stopped, which frequently amount 
to an admisaion of guilt. In every case 
if possible, obtain the name and ad- 
dress of a respectable witness willing to 
give evidence. If unwilling, such wit- 
ness can be summoned to give evidence." 

It ia sometimes advisable that the eye- 
witness of an act of cruelty should give 
the oO'ender at once into the custody of 
a policeman or constable. This aum- 
mary method Bbould be adopted only 
when the case is . one of gross and un- 
doubted crnelty, and wben the offender 
is not a resident of the place and will 
not give his name and address, or when, 
in tho case of a resident or non-resident, 
there is reason to believe that he is not 
giving tlieee truthfully or that lie will 
ovatle a summons or will abscond. In 
any of these cases the eye-witness of an 
act of cruelty may direct tlie attention 
of a policeman or constable to the of- 
fence ami reijuesti the latter to do his 
duty. 

The society would impress upon trades- 
tnen and others tlie iiuportance uf not 
om ploying young lads aa drivorfi ol 
loaded horses, bjiii from their inability 
to assist the animal when buckiuL' or on 
hilly places, an<i the thoughtlesaneg? 
natural to youth, which frequently leads 
to racing the horses and using the whip 
unneceBsarily. 

Another cruelty the society would 
gladly aeesloppetl ia tho one of the cruel 
overhead clieck rein. Tlio discourauing 
of the use of it is earnestly cummended 
to the members and friends. Tlie so- 
ciety further says : Do not clip horses 
during tho winter months. With tlie 
same propriety we might cut tlie liair 
from a dog or sheer a sheep at this Bea^ 
son of the year. It is cruelty inllicletl 
upon beautiful carriage horses for tlie 
purpose of stylo. Happy ia tlie ordinary 
work-liorse in tlie winter time, for, how- 
ever much it may perspire, it is allowed 
to carry its full growth of hair during 
the cold weather. 

Check-reins and cruppers are simply 
torturing contrivances serving no uaefu'i 
])urpoBe. Take them all oil for the con- 
venience of yourselves and tho comfort 
of the horses. Keep the stable well ven- 
tilated and free from tho strong am- 
monia, whicii is injurious to tho oyes. 
Assist the aiiiuiala to ])rotect themselves 
against Hies. 

Aside from a question of humanity, 
the more attention and care that ia be- 
stowed upon animals, with a view to 
their comfort, the more will they lie of 
Borvico and a source of profit to their 
owners.

In Noiih's in-k the beds were sini- 
ply scimdiilous. Noah set the fa.-liieii. 
and it will endure in mie degreeet med- 
ificution or tinother until tho noxc flood.

The ninth mile 
was flniahed in 33 :13, with all four men 
bunched. McOnlloeh waa urging Belle- 
fuille to eet the lead.

THE YUKON IN THE EAST. 

The Toronto Globe urgea the luer- 
oh.ints and manufacturers of the Kaat to 
hel)i Victoria and Vancouver lic;ht the 
battle of coininercial euproinacy in the 
Viilcon. Thia is welcome, if eome- 
what late in arriving. It wculd have 
come with a better grace if ve bad re- 
ceived such encouragement before politi- 
cal exigency compelled the Globe to take 
up the fight— that ia, if it had not been 
delayed until after the contract for the 
railway had been agreed upon. But bet- 
ter late than never; better words of 
warm friendship, even if there ia a aas- 
piciou of political partizanehip about 
them, than the indifference that bae 
characterized our Eastern contempo- 
raries on this great question. 

We think that the whole country is 
now very fully aroused as to the neces- 
sity of protection Canadian interests in 
the Yukon. Hon. Mr. Sifton has gone 
to great pains to qualify bimself to deal 
intellicenily with the subject. Hon. 
jMr. Blair has examined into the 
Hul'ject with much caro. Sir Charles 
Tapper and .Sir Charles Ilibbert Tnpper 
iijth know, from observations ou the 
ijrouad and from having been in the 
clnsost contact with the people of the 
Coast, what those most directly inter- 
uated feel is necessary to be done. Onr 
own representatives are in touch with 
the requirements of the case, and all of 
them are personally interested in seeing 
that nothing shall he left undone that 
will advance Canadian interests in the 
Golden North. We look forward to the 
legislation of the cominp; Eoesion, on 
subjects pertaining to ihu Yukon, with 
irreat interest, and acarcely lesa so to the 
iliacussiona which will take place in 
pailirtiiieut upon them, for these will do 
iinu'h to make the situation clear on 
b'jtli Bidea of the international bound- 



THE OPENING OF 

THE LEGISLATURE. 

Tlie upeuinp; of the leKieliitiire ia like- 
ly to attract very many people to Vic- 
loriii, and it would lit; a ^ood thin;,' to 
liave fiome prcpar.ittiona made for the 
proper entertainment of visitors, and 
making the city a little more attractive 
than usual. Everybody ia so buay thdt 
perhaps a suggestion of the aj)iiolntmeDt 
of a committee by a meeting of ciLi/ene, 
to devise some way of apecially marking' 
111!! occasion, may not be entirely ac- 
ceptable; but if the thing can be done 
fiucceaafully, it ought to be done. 

The occasion is one of very great sig- 
uilicanceto Victoria. Undoubtedly ti e 
erection of the splendid buildin!?, that 
rises on the shore of James bay, has set 
at rest the question of removing the 
capital for many yeara to come. The 
l)re8i'nt course of events jastifies the 
a-ition of the ministry in order- 
ing the erection of the strocture. 
The province of Britisli Columbia is yet 
in the infancy of its development, hut 
every year brings new evidence that its 
future progresB will not be confined to 
auy one locality. Wo know now that 
the northern section will grow to as 
s;roat prominence as any other part of 
its vast area ; and this being the case, 
Victoria seema to bo the one place in all 
the province whore the capital ahould be 
permanently located. Wo Ihink the 
citizens could well allbrd to devise some 
means of teatifyiu« their aatiafaction at 
tiio (lueslion beinj; removed from the 
lield of agitation. 

We have no special BUggestion to make, 
and only mention the subject In order 
that people may h4ve it in mind.. If 
iinything is to be done, it must be donej 



very quickly. There is not much time 
to get up anything elaborate; but if 
Bon^ sort of celebration is determined 
upon, and everyone takes a band, inach 

can be accomplished in a few days. A 
correspondent, whoao letter we print, 
says something on thia point. 

MITHRAICISM. 

To very many people it is quite anfH- 
clent to know that the people of Borne 
were pagans at the time Paul went there 
to preach the gospel. Yet to some there 

must have occnrred a question as to 
wliat particular kind of paganism was 
then in vogue there. We dare say that 
the majority have a hazy Eort of notion 
that the people of the Rome of Juliua 
Omaar were worshippers of Jupiter and 
the galaxy of minor gods, whose trans- 
actions form the subject of classical 
mythology. It has seemed very strange 
to many yonng fellows at school that 
people, with no higher concejitions of 
religion than such a belief would indi- 
cate, should have been able to erect mar- 
vellous monuments of civilization and 
oatnbli.'ih a remarkable government. It 
bus seemed incompreheneible to them 
tbat thu great mi ads from which eman- 
ated tbe literature of the Aiiizustine ai,'e, 
than which no nation has ever produced 
anything higher in its way, should have 
been content with the fables of mythology 
as an explanation of tbe unseen ntai verse. 
It the scholars in the Sunday schools 
asked for any further information, they 
were put off with the general statement 
that the Romans were haathona, and the 
iinpreseion conveyed in nine cases out of 
ten waa that tliey were idolatora. 

The truth probably is that finding the 
religion of tbe priests very hollow, the 
educated classes in Rome were decidedly 
materialistic. In one of the accounts 
given in tbe Gospels of the trial of Christ 
before Pilate wo have a scrap of dialogue 
John tells that Jeaua replying to a fiuea 
tion from Pilate said : "To this end waa 
I born, and for this cause came I into 
the world, that I should boar witness 
unto the truth." Pilate replied by 
a question which is full of meaning. He 
aaid: "What is truth?" And there- 
upon the account saya he went out to the 
■lews and told them that bo found 
fault in Chriat. That anyone ahould 
trouble himself about so indefinable a 
thing as the truth, seemed to this cul 
tiived Roman soldier too absurd tor con- 
sideratio'n. 

This ([ueation of Pilate becomes the 
more remarkable when wo remember 
what the religion of Rome waa at that 
time, that is the religion taught by the 
priests and celebrated with impoaing 
ritual. That religion was the worship 
of Mithras, an ofl'shoot of Zjroastrian- 
iem, but very greatly corrupted. Mith- 
ras himself waa a special deity who, in 
the opinion of his worshippers, waa 
charged with tbe care of man. He waa 
in no sense of the word the supreme 
deity, but only one of twenty-eight, who 
shared the tasic of supervising tbe visi- 
ble and invisible universe. Ilia worship 
consisted chiefly of sacrifices, accompan- 
ied by rites of baptieni, the drinking iif 
a mystic fluid, and the celebration of ela- 
borate ceremonies. In the temploa the 
sacrifices, aa a rule, took tbe form of a 
Eucharist, resembling greiitly the Maaa 
aa aaid in Roman Catholic churches to- 
day. In those portions of the empire 
that lay remote from the capital, they 
assumed a more serious form, men, 
women and children being aometimea 
offered up at the ehrine of Mithras. 
What little doctrine the priests of Mith- 
ras taught waa of a highly mystical sort. 
There was very little in it that tended to 
exalt the mind of its devotees. Ft sim- 
ply did not touch the conacieucea of the 
people at all. In it there waa no place 
for personal repentance ; no inculcation 
of personal righteousness. It did not 
suggest to men that there was anything 
which they could do that would render 
them acceptable to the deity 
thing of thia nature was left to the 
l)rieate. It waa immaterial what tlie 
peo)jlo did. They might violate every 
princiiile of right living; the priests 
would see that a snfiicient sacrifice was 
offered to appease Mithraa and make all 
things satisfactory in that (|uarter. It 
is not diflicult to uuderatand v,)iy tlioao 
Romans, who wore in intelligence and 
education above the tuaases, would re- 
fuse to accept Bucb teachings and hence 
would throw every consideration of 
religion to the winds. The only real 
tUinga to them were wealth, power and 
glory. Therefore an inquiry after so ab- 
stract a thing as the truth would seem a 
mere waste of time and talent. 

It ia worthy of mention that a part of 
tliu worship of Mithras consisted of ex- 
travagant feativitiea. The chief of these 
waa tbe celebration of bis birthday, 
which was alleged to have been Decem- 
ber 25th, the date afterwards selected for 
Ohriatmaa. It is highly probable that 
this particular featival waa a aurvival of 
the still more iviicient sua woialiiii, 
which /oroaatrianiBm supplanted, the 
day having being selected because of its 
closely folio sving the winter solstice. 
Those who care to study the develop' 
ment of Christianity will find in the wor- 
ship of Mithraa much that will cast 
needed light upon some of the forma, 
ceremonies and more or leas exploded 
doctrines that were at one time in vo!j;uo 
in the church. It requires uo mental 
oflort to understand that, when the 
Roman jieoplo were induced to accept 
Christianity, they would not be satisfied 
with anything so.simple aa the informal 
gatherings aud the highly spiritual teaoh< 
iug of the apoatlej. They called for 



something with more outward show, 
something more in keeping with what 
they had be^n aceuatomed to. Christi- 
anity supplanted Mithraiclsm. but it baa 

not yet succeeded in eliminating its in- 
fluence upon the actions of mankind. 

TuE Kootenaian wants the Colonist to 
explain why the sessions of the British 

Columbia Lcgielature are so long. We 
can hardly undertake to do eo in a few 
words or even in a single article. We 
think one of the reasons is to be Bought 
in the rules of tbe house, which seema to 
us to be entirely too elaborate and to re- 
quire altogether too much delay in get- 
ting buainesB through the houao. An- 
other reason is the numerical smallnesa 
of the houae and the fact that commit- 
tees rannot ait when the house ia in ses- 
aion. If the houae were larger it might 
be found possible to permit special com- 
mittees to sit at any time. Another rea- 
son is that in a new province like British 
Columbia there ia a vast amount of pri- 
vate legislation which takea up a great 
deal of time. Another is that owing 
to the area of tlio province and the 
remoteness of aome of iU! parts, it ia im- 
poaeible for tbe ministry tu complete the 
estimates until after the members hnve 
reached the capital. Another ia that 
for years the houae lip.a been accustomed 
to long Eeaaiona, and it ia not easy even 
fur le;;iBlatureB to break away from o'd 
habits. The Coi.oNiar agreea with thoeo 
who think the aession ought to he 
shortened, and it knows that the mem- 
bers of tbe government share ita viewa. 
We are inclined to think that in the past 
the ministry baa been rather too con- 
aiilerate uf the convenience of people 
who asketl for time in which to got their 
loKislation ready. Governinout measurtH 
rarely cause much delay, for aa u rule 
thay are reinly aa soon as the houae ia 
ready for them. 



Tniciii; ia talk of the reaignation of the 
proinierahip by the Miirquia of Salia- 
bury. The Marcjuiu ia only aixty-eight 
years old, which ia not a great age' aa 
ajce is counted among the public men of 
Great Britain. lie has good health, and 
eiijjya the confidence of the sovereign, 
while ho baa not yet lost tliat of the 
lieople. There are rumors tliat he is not 
willing to be quite as aggressive aa some 
ot bis younger colleagues' would like, 
and that be is not unwilling to permit 
them to handle tbe Oriental question for 
tliemselvea. The Marquis waa always 
more of a theoriat than a man of action, 
altiiough he liaa on several occaaioiia 
ahown i;reat aptitude for the diflicult 
role of foreign minister. 

IFo.v. Ml!. .Sii'TON and Sir Charles Tuji- 
per ought to be very well able to advise 
the Houae of Commons aa to what is 
beat for the Yukon country and for Can- 
ada aa a whole in tbe matter of railway 
constraction. We observe that Mr. 
Maclean, of the Toronto World, found 
fault with Sir Charles for having en- 
dorsed the contract' with Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie & Mann without conijulting hia 
followers. We would rather put it that 
Ilia followers ought to consult him be- 
fore opposing it. Ue knows a great deal 
about tbe eitdation, while the moat of 
them know nothing at all about it. 



TiiG Kootenaian says that the Tealin 
Lake railway grant gobbles up all the 
public domain that the Caseiar Central 
left. After taking ont the 750 000 acri s 
to be leased to tbe Caseiar Central and 
tlie ;i, 750, 000 to be given to the Stikine- 
Tealin contractors, there remain about 
1(),"),000,000 acrea in the Yukon and Brit- 
ish Columbia without coming south of 
the latitude of Telegraph Creek.

" If the peojilo of California were 
properly informed aa to outfitting and 
tranaportation conditions in Victoria, 
your city could not, I believe, accommo- 
date the crowda who would purchaao 
their sujiijliea for ttio North here. Be- 
fore coming liero I carefully inquired 
about the jjricea of outfits in San FVan- 
ciaco, and am convinced that I am say 
in;^' from 15 to 20 per cent, excluaive of 
duty on dry goods, and am at leaat 
saving the 30 per cent, duty on pro- 
viaiona by purohnaiug in Victoria." 

Mr. J. M. Phillipa, of Stockton, Cala., 
who ia a guest at the Dominion, and 
who is preceding a party of twelve from 
his town, made the above statement to 
a UoLo.si&T representative yesterday. 
He will go into the North by wa^ of the 
Stikine river, and bia party, who intend 
to prospect in the vicinity of the Hoota> 
lin(]ua river, will pack in two yeara' sup- 
pliea for each man. 

" Plundreda of people," said Mr. Phil- 
lips, " will leave Stockton and vicinity 
for tho north during the next three 
weeka. Before 1 lelt liome our party de- 
cided to aeud uio to 'F'riaco and Victoria 
to aacertaiu where wo could outfit to the 
beat advantage. I have already written 
back telling them to come here, aa 1 
tind that not only in the matter of out- 
litting, but alao aa regards tranaportation 
and tfie obtaining of miner's licenaea, 
the advantages are all with your city. 
Aa the reault of my decision I have no 
doubt that many from Stockton will 
come to ViQtoria to outfit." 

Mr. Phillips, who will go north with 
bla party on the 15th inet., farther said 
that the gooda he had inapected here 
were of a better quality than any he 
could find in 'Friaco, besides being 
cheaper. He is of tlie opinion that Vic- 
toria outfitters are thoroughly up to 
their business, and predicts for them a 
tremendoua buaineEs this spring. On 
the journey up Mr. Phillipa mot a pro 
apective miner from Central America 
who stated that thouaanda were leaving 
that country for the north thia apring. 

Mr. John Gray, of Pacilic Grove, CaL, 
and fctir others bound for tho Yukon 
coun<'i-y, are alao gueataat the Dominion. 
Ttiey viaite-J Seattle before coming liere, 
being induced to visit Victoria on ac- 
count of having to procure their mining 
licenaeB here, a fact they were unaware 
oU until informed through the Britiah 
Columbia bureau of information at Seat- 
tle. After obtaining their licensbB they 
viaited several outfitting establiahmenta 
and were ao favorably impreeaed with 
ttieir treatmentand the prices submitted 
that they decided to get all their aup- 
pl lea in Victoria. In the matter of dry 
gooda in particular they say they ate 
aavmg a nice little anm without taking 
into consideration the duty of oO per 
cent. The party will go in by way of 
Skugway. 

While a number of Seattle tirms have 
been compelled to acknowledge, with 
the greateat reluctauce, however, that 
I)Brhap9 Victoria could comjieto witli 
them in eeveral of ttie more important 
linea of dry gooda, they have throughout 
the Jvlondike excitement apread broad- 
cast the report tliat groceries and pro- 
viaioua in Canada were ao mucli liigher 
that even when the duty of 30 per cent, 
waa taken into conaideration they could 
underaell them. 

In view of thia argument it ia intereat- 
ing to note that one grocery and provi- 
eion firm alone in Victoria has durina 
the past week outlittcd so many Ameri- 
cui ]):u'.ii'H that tlicy have been com- 
jjelleil to double their ttall'of emjiloyocs. 
Meesra. Simon Leiser v*c Co. at present 
liave a amal! army of employees working 
night and day to lill orders, tlio majorily 
of which are for Americans. The moat 
p'-iitial and |iatriotic of the hitter have 
candidly confeaaed that while the 
groceries and proviaiona uaed in 
the Northern trade were no cheap- 
er than in American cities, they 
were, by purchaaing here, saving the 
duty, no inconsiderable amount when 
the Buppliea of a large party were taken 
into conaideration.

No 
leas tlian twenty-:jix orders from Ameri- 
cana wlio are going North on Ihelalauder 
on the 15 ih iuat. have already been re- 
ceived by the same firiq.

To THE Editor:— Aa a member ol the

If in any case the bounds of 
moderation bare been overstepped, 
there ia only one way in whicb such men 
can vindicate their honor. 

To suggest that because a general elec- 
tion ia at hand theae men should be 
stopped from taking that courao, ia to 
the last degree unfair. Yet tnat is the 
attitude of the Province. It can only 
mean that on the eve of a u'eneral elec- 
tion men iioiding liigh positions can be 
lihelled to any extent with no means of 
redress except through the columns of 
a newspaper, an entirely ineil'ectual 
remedy. Tlie Province liys gone f\ir- 
ther, and in its last two issues under 
the mask of a humorist has discharged 
paragraph after paragraph of frigid 
puerilities not only at the heads of the 
proeecutora and their counsel, but at the 
magistrate who presided over the police 
court. 

The very questionable taste of jesting 
with euch a serious matter at the ex- 
pense of the parties to the proeeedinga 
carries its own condemnation, bat the 
attacks on the magistrate betray a total 
ignorance of the law which calls for fur- 
ther comment. 

It ia the duty of this functionary to 
decide whether or no a libel has been 
committed, and if so to commit the de- 
fendants for trial. It ia also his duty to 
exclude all evidence not relevant to this 
issue. The truth of the alleged libel is 
not material, and any question asked in 
this connection it is not only his right, 
liut his imperative duty to disallow, pre- 
vious decisions in the highest courts 
leaving him no alternative. The de- 
fendants can, by a special plea in the 
Supreme court, call evidence as to this, 
but till then it is altogether irrelevant. 

Still greater injustice would be done 
if, pendente lite, the mattercould be dis- 
cussed in the legislative aasembly. Both 
parties have full scope for discussion at 
the trial itself, and later on the atten- 
tion of tbe legislative assembly can be 
drawn to the matter in the usual way. 

It may be unfortunate that the prose- 
cution should coincide oo nearly with the 
general elections, but it can liardly be 
said that this is the fault of tlie prose- 
cutors. I must aak your pardon for this 
trespass on your valuable aoace, but I do 
not like to see a public servant subjected 
to vulgar abuse, Avhen liia sole ofl'ence 
has been the diachargo of his duty. I 
remain, etc.

ANOTHER SICIv MAN! 

To Tiiic Eiji i or. : — Keports continually 
pouring in eliow tliat the world will soon 
tiave another sick man on their hands, 
as evidenced by the present condition of 
China. The aa'd coUapae of so important 
a nation as China naturally brings with 
it many difficulties to deal with and the 
necessity of prompt action to meet the 
emergencies arising therefrom. 

Now at the time when Spain's trouble 
caused her to be regarded aa the sick 
man, it excited on that occasion no de- 
Hire o:i the part of other nations to take 
advantace of thoee troubles. 

Hut China is too rich a treasure to be 
allowed to pass unmolested, for it has 
served to bring Ituaaia, Great Britain 
and (.iermany prominently nuder no- 
tice to consider liow they could best turn 
to account the calamity that lias befallen 
China, Fiance and Japan in the mean- 
time occupying the inferior jiosition of 
lookers-on — France to receive auch con- 
aideration as her Russian ally might bo 
(iiapoaed to award her; Japan to be pat- 
isded with retaining poaaosaion of For- 
mosa and the expectation of receiving 
fifteen million pounds sterling, when 
Great Britain, Russia or other powers 
had completed negotiations for the loan. 

Verily Japan, who has been the cause 
of all this trouble, in the meantime oc- 
cupies the moat precarious position of 
iieiug benefitted by her defeat of China, 
ijiasmucb as she has not aa yet received 
the fifteen millions, amount of indem- 
nity. 

Tlie information with regard to this 
loan is so conllictiiig that little reliance 
can bo placed npon ita correctnees — one 
(lay reported to have been negotiated 
through Great Britain, followed by tlio 
contradictory information of ita beiuu' 
accomplished through Germany in con- 
nection with Russia. Now unquestion- 
ably the settlement of this loan and the 
advantages secured to those advancing 
the money is a very serious subject for 
<■ /iisideration. 

A3 the raaiier.now Btanda. Russia, by 



the boldneea of the action she has taken, 
isflhowing her determination to get the 
lion's share out of China's troubles, and 
moreover by her overbearing demeanor 
la BO nnderminingthe preatigeof China's 
government, causing it to become auch a 
nullity, aa may ultimately lead to the 
dismemberment of that vast empire. 
. And it ia to check these ambitioua de- 
signs of Russia and to render them 
abortive that Great Britain, on behalf of 
herself and her commercial intereata, 
and for the protection of China, aye, and 
for the world'a good, ia about to ahow 
her usefulness for the aolution of the 
Chinese trouble in poaaeBaing the ad- 
vantage of being a great and ibportant 
power.

WHAT 18 liELlUlON? 

To Tin: Eurroii :— An article appear- 
ing in your iseue of last Sunday, and 
under the head " The Origin of Relig- 
ion," ia one that will not eoon be for- 
gotten by many who have read it. It 
was a plain atatement of facta, the result 
of which may be arrived at from various 
atandpointa." The science of phrenology 
tenches that the brain of man ia com- 
posedof groupesof organs, each calculated 
to perform a apecilic work. It is the re- 
ligious groupe that makes man a wor- 
shipping creature, while the ort'ana of 
cause and effect has something to 
do in deterininiag the object of worbhip. 
It would be imj)08aible to concieve ol 
anything being created without there 
being a co-celative ; the very fact of 
there being darkness implies light. 
Organs of sight are not created without 
there being made something at which to 
look : so liKewiso the other senses. The 
organs of acqaisilion and eecreti veneas 
predominating will cauKO one to ac(]uire 
anu accumulate money or its equivalent, 
hence the absolute necessity tor aonie- 
thing to be ac(iuired. In the creation of 
man and in the divisions of tlio brain, 
the organa compelling man to woraliij) 
are not placed there without there being 
BO surely provided an object to worship, 
80 the origin of religion nuist 
then rest with the Creator. Religion, 
in a comprehoneivo sense, includes a 
belief in the being and perfection of 
God, in the revelation of His will to 
man, in man's obligation to obey His 
cocmands, in a state of reward and 
punishment, and in man'a accountable- 
nesa to God ; and also true godliness or 
piety of life, with the practice of all 
moral duties. It thereforecomprohenda 
theology aaa system of doctrines or prin- 
ciples, aa well as practical piety; for the 
practice of moral duties without a belief 
in a divine law giver, and without refer- 
ence to Hie will or commands, is not re- 
ligion. If we are then forced to adopt 
some religion,' how arj we to ar- 
rive at something that will satisfy 
and how can we prove the merit of the 
various forms of religion in existence? 
Just the same aa we would prove a tree 
by its fruit and a pudding by eating it. 
The edect of true religion must tend to 
uplilt man, eocially, morally, mentally 
and physically. Man is not created for 
the benefit ol religion, but religion for 
man. An important centre of religious 
teaching is the Bible, and, stranee to 
say, that although the foundation of all 
Bo-called Christian denominations is 
baaed thereon, yet all more or less have 
a tendency to wander from the plain and 
simple teachings of that book and teach 
for do(ttrineB the commandments of men. 

Speaking from a commercial stand- 
point, what has the Bible done for com- 
merce in Great Britain, and where wero 
her cities and towns before the hook was 
thrown open to the common jieople? 
Where was Glasgow, for instance, and 
what has transformed it from the ob- 
scure village of St. Muniro into a city of 
merchant princes, covering with ship- 
ping and lining with palacea for miles 
the same Clyde, on whose sedgy banks 
the waterfowl was then scarcely ever 
disturbed? Ita own civic motto ia said 
to form the true answer — " Let 
Glasgow flourish by the preaching 
of the word." The adoption of such a 
motto in thoae days would indicate the 
outburst of a people who were bound to 
travel and rauat have light, with the re 
suit that to-day it is one of the greatest, 
if not the beat governed city, on the 
face of the earth. Other phases 
of thia practical subject we would like to 
diecusB. but have already trespassed. So 
long as writers can conlinetheir remarks 
to business and a spirit of in(iuiry we 
hope you will grant occasional apace for 
the same and give us something yourself 
oftener.

Callbreath saya found Capt. McUonald's 
party. The Levy party are within 
twenty milea of Telegraph Creek. 

When Mr. Callbreath left Telegraph 
Creek moose and Cariboo were jdentitul 
and had been killed within live milea of 
the town. He is convinced that thous- 
ands will go to the North by way of the 
Stikine river this winter and spring,

docks which was enacted just prior to 
the departure ol the lalander was re- 
peated yesterday when the steamer 
Danube, whiuli ia to leave for the North 
thia evening, attempted to stowaway in 
her capacious holds several hundred 
tons more freight than she could carry. 
All day long enthusiastic nugget seekers 
from all points In the States and Can- 
ada, anxiously hung around the dock 
until their freight and bnggaue 
was safely aboard. In the motley 
crowd were men just arrived from 
the quart-/, minea ol Arizona und Col- 
orado, bearded, rugged faced niiuers 
from all parts of California. Several 
brown vieagcd soft handed gentlemen 
from Virginia and South Carolina, and 
ecores of tenderfeet from New York state 
and Eastern Canada. The assortment of 
colors displayed in the coatumea worn by 
the northern bound pilgrims brightened 
Uj) the dingy old freight aheds, and lairly 
daz/led tlie dock habitues. Ttiere were 
red mackinawB, black, blue, brown and 
bright yellow inackinaws, sweaters ol 
almost every imaginable color, and a 
variety of head gear, startling to the vis- 
ion both as rei;ar(is color and shape. 

When the Danube steams out of the 
harbor about S o'clock thia morning she 
■.vill carry close upon 20J passengers and 
iJ50 tons of freight. She leaves behind 
several tons of freight which will br. 
taken northward almoat immediately by 
steamer Tees. livery available nook 
and corner of the Danube haa been called 
into service and nearly all the freight 
taken on boord yesterday was purchased 
from Victoria. The majority of thepas- 
sangera are Americans who visited this 
city for the purpose of outfitting and ob- 
taining iiiining licenses and have been 
here for the moat part all week. The 
route via the Stikine aeems to be the 
favorite with many of theae, no doubt on 
account of the government's decision to 
build the railroad from Glenor to Teslin 
Lake, for many expect to wait at Wran- 
gel in order to follow the railway con- 
tractors' party over the enow.

Mr. J. Turner, who isgoingto Glenora 
and Telegraph Greek in connection with 
the Canadian customs work, and a de- 
tachment of the Northwest Mounted 
Police, who are also going un to the 
Stikine river, wore among the Dt.nube'a 
passengere. No doubt all the freight 
ofTered the Danube would have been 
taken up had not the company accepted 
600 tons of coal for Douglas island. The 
old crew of the steamer have been re- 
placed by a new crew. 

The steamer tiueen, which replanes 
the Corona on the Alaskan route for the 
Pacific Coast Steainshij) Company, sail- 
ed North yesterday morning with pae- 
sengera numbering over 500 and a large 
cargo of freight.

The Steamer will be 
capalile of carrying 200 tons and of run- 
ning 10 knots an hour.

LEAD SmPPEBS SQUEEZED. 

One Uncomfortable Result of Having to Use 
United States Smelters. 

J. i\r. Harrig, of tbe Reco mine, saya 
tliij Kagio Xowa, favors an intellinent 
organization on the part of Northwoat- 
eru mining men. " Among other mat- 
ters requirinir a'ijuatment/' said he, 
"is the injustice inflicted upon 
shipping mines in the matter of 
duties charged by the United States 
govornmeut upon lead ores im- 
ported from British Columbia. The 
smelter makes a reduction of 10 per cent, 
upon all lead received, on account of 
waste and shrinkage, so that the ship 
per only receives 1)0 per cent, of tn( 
lead in each consignment, hut in spite of 
this tact the government charges full 
duty on the entire amount. In all the 
published etatementa and comparative 
eatimatea of the i)ast and prices of lead 
v;hicii I have seen, tlie new im- 
port duty of $1,50 jier hundred 
hae been tii;ured with no uiontion of the 
luided loB3 resulting from the govern- 
moul'e cluirge for the fall amoupt. So 
that with lead at fl it has been stated 
that the net returna would be $2,50. 
Those figures are misleading, as a reduc- 
tion of -10 cento should first be made 
from the quoted price of !f4, after -which 
the tariff of $1.50 reduces the net pro- 
ceeds to $2.10 per hundred. 

" On shipments oi lead ores to Swan- 
sea smelters me receive credit for the 
fall amount, eo that it would seem that 
either the Swansea people are genuine 
.philanttirophistB, or we are payine too 
much tribute to the American smelters. 
Tlie deductiou for moisture supposed to 
be contained in our ores is often excea- 
f-iv[>. These i!iiilter>? rnigl'.t properly be- 
briUL'bl v.ithiu thu province of tbe 
N irt.'iweat .Miniiif,' .-Vs-iooiatioii, ami if no 
relief c.in be liad ;it "his time from the 
smeit.ers wo shoiild at least secure a re- 
duction of the govcrnuiout tarill'ho that 
lliH payment of duties will be tlecreased 
I'j correijijond with the smelter returns."

And the merchants who gain the advan- 
tage of the customer do not hesitate to 
brag about it. The motto seems to be, 
get all you can, no matter what the 
means. 

As a result of the avariciousneaa of 
these diahonestmercantile sharka, people 
are being defrauded iu the moat flagrant 
manner. All tbe merchanta in Seattle 
are by no means dishoneat, but there are 
BO many who take advantage of the 
people who do their trading there that 
it is becoming impoaeible to sift the good 
from the bad. People are being charged 
exorbitant prices for inferior gooda, and 
abort-weight is being given. Some of 
the eoods sold to the miners have been 
found to be utterly worthless when they 
were opened at the point of destination. 

Some of the shops wiiich have sprung 
up there .are mushroom stores, which 
have a temporary location until after the 
rush ia over, and the angry miner when 
ho returns to aettie accounts with the 
man who has cheated him ,will find him 
gone. The miner who goee in to buy a 
stock of auppliea is not apt to see what 
the merchant has sold to him until be 
gets across Ohilcoot, and then it is to'o 
late. 

Some of the goods which have been 
sold to the uuBuapecting miners have 
been found utterly worthless for the trip. 
It ia this policy -which is bringing the 
Seattle merchanta into unfavorable re- 
pute, and several letters have been re- 
ceived in this city calling attention to 
tbe Bwindling methods which are being 
practiced, and some of these letters are 
finding their way East, and the result 
cannot be gratifying. 

For Uana people are wasting no sym- 
pathy on those who have allowed them- 
selves to become the dupes of these mer- 
chants, but the lesson which is being 
learned over in Seattle will have its ef- 
fect sooner or later. — Portland, Or,, Tri- 
bune.
